hloe Kardashian was living 
in fear. She had watched 
helplessly as husband 
Lamar Odom’s drug use 
torpedoed their four-year 
marriage in 2013. In the 
months that followed, she 
was terrified he would 
destroy himself too. Her 
concern only intensified 
after his lifelong friend 
Jamie Sangouthai died 
suddenly in June from an 
infection caused by intra- 
venous drugs. “She worried that Lamar would spiral 
out of control because of the grief,” says an insider. 
Even as she moved on to a new romance — with NBA 
star James Harden, 26 — she continued to obsess 
about her ex. “She talked about it with her close friends 
and family all the time,” says another source. “She kept 
saying something bad was going to happen.” 

That something came October 13. As the 31-year- old 
Keeping Up With the Kardashians star was leaving a

photo shoot, she received the 
dreaded phone call: Odom had 
been found unconscious and 
was near death at a Nevada 
brothel after a three-day binge 
of drinking and drug use. A 
female brothel employee who 
called 911 frantically relayed 
to an operator that blood was 
gushing out of Odom’s nose and 
a pink foamy substance was 
spewing from his mouth. He 
was rushed via ambulance (at 
6 -foot-10, he was too large to fit 
in a helicopter) 80 miles to Las 
Vegas’ Sunrise Hospital, where 
he suffered several strokes. As 
doctors worked to assess the 
damage to his brain, heart and 
kidneys, they tested his blood 
and, says a source, “found a sig- 
nificant amount of cocaine” in 
his system, as well as an herbal 
sex stimulant called Reload. 

A devastated Khloe, along 
with sister Kim, 35, and mom 
Kris Jenner, 59, rushed onto a 
private jet to be with the man 
she once called “the love of my 
life.” Over the next few days, 
Khloe maintained what an 
Odom source called “a constant 
vigil” as family — including 
her other sisters, Kourtney, 36, 
Kendall, 19, and Kylie, 18, and 
Odom’s kids. Destiny, 17, and 
Lamar Jr., 13 — filtered in and 
out, and doctors discussed the 
athlete’s prognosis. But just as 
reports surfaced proclaiming 
the worst — that the comatose 
35-year-old was brain-dead, 
only being kept alive by a 
ventilator — he made his first 
step toward what one insider 
describes as a “miracle recov- 
ery.” Shortly before 10:30 a.m. 
on October 16, “he opened his 
eyes,” says the Odom source. 
“Then he said his first word: 
hello” Within three days, he’d 
progressed to walking. “He has 
been working with the physical 
therapist to go from the bed 
to the chair,” the Odom source 
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said October 19. “And he’s 
eating solid foods and 
breathing on his own.” 

Khloe, meanwhile, is 
breathing a huge sigh of 
relief. As his legal wife — 
a judge has yet to sign off 
on the divorce agreement 
they finalized in July — 
she’d been forced to make 
all medical decisions 
while coping with the 
very real possibility she 
may never speak with her 
beloved “Lammy” again. 
“She was inconsolable and 
refused to leave his side, 
and slept on a cot in the 
room,” says an insider. 

She remains close as he 
edges toward recovery. 

On October 19, he |

Cedars- Sinai hospital. 
Khloe was in tow for 
the flight. “She says she’s 
not leaving him,” says 
the Odom source. “She’s 
been amazing.” 

I DAYS OF DEBAUCHERY 

The behavior that led to 
Odom’s touching reunion 
with Khloe was the same 
conduct that drove her 
away. On October 10, the 
two-time NBA champion 
kicked off a bender of sex, 
hard drugs and dangerous 
herbal sex stimulants. 
Arriving at Love Ranch — 
a legal brothel in Crystal, 
Nevada, where menu 
offerings include “cave- 
man sex” and something 
called “the porn star XXX 
experience” — Odom 
told owner Denis Hof 
he’d been partying in Las 
Vegas and, according to 
Hof, confessed to doing 
cocaine that day. But 
he promised to remain 
relatively clean during his

time at the ranch. He re- 
quested a bottle of cognac, 
a supply of sex stimulants 
and the company of two 
blondes listed as “featured 
lovers” on the ranch’s 
website. His companions 
were Monica Monroe 
and Ryder Cherry, a 
self- described “bubbly and 
superwarm girl” who was 
the brothel’s top booker 
two months in a row. 
According to Hof, “He was 
just wanting to get away, 
have some fun.” 


Over the course of 72 
hours, Hof says, Odom 
shelled out $75,000 to 
get “undivided attention” 
from Cherry and Monroe. 
“It was 24 hours a day, 
whatever a wife would 
do: cooking, cleaning, 
drinking, in the bedroom, 
whatever they want.” Hof 
— who has been chastised 
by the Kardashian family 
for publicizing the dirty 
details of Odom’s binge — 
refuses to confirm if they 
had sex, but coyly tells Us 
Odom took up to 10 of the 


herbal sex stimulants, 
“and if he’s in a brothel, 
it kind of tells all.” 

The girls took a 
break from the party 
the morning of Oc- 
tober 13. Leaving a 
sleeping Odom in his 
three-bedroom suite at 
about 6 A.M., “they told 
him they were going out,” 
says Hof. When they re- 
turned roughly nine hours 
later, he was unconscious. 
“We called the paramed- 
ics, and 911 said to roll him 
over on his side,” describes 
Hof, “and terrible things 
were coming out of him, 
and blood, and it was a 
terrible, terrible situation.”

He really slid further 
down when he realized he 
couldn’t get her back.” The 
loss of Sangouthai and the 
drug-related death of an- 
other friend six days later 
deepened his despair. Says 
the source, “He’s been in a 
down place for a while.” 

The darkness spans 
some three decades. TV 
viewers got to know Odom 
as Khloe’s good-natured, 
candy-loving husband. 
What he didn’t share were 
his countless hardships. 
“Lamar has been through 
a whole lot of things in his 
life,” childhood basketball 
coach Gary Charles tells 
Us. Growing up in the 
crime-ridden neighbor- 
hood of South Jamaica 
in Queens, he witnessed 
drug deals on the street. 

At home, he saw his 
father, Joe, battle a heroin 
addiction, and at age 12 
watched mom Cathy Mer- 
cer lose her battle to colon 
cancer. Says Charles, “La- 
mar just kept going. That’s

part of being a fighter.” 

Even after the Uni- 
versity of Rhode Island 
dropout — picked fourth 
by the Los Angeles 
Clippers in the 1999 
draft — escaped to L.A., 
sorrow followed. In 2001, 
he was twice suspended 
for violating the NBAs 
drug policies. (He later 
apologized for using 
marijuana.) Five years 
later, while he was back 
in Queens to attend the 
funeral of his aunt, he 
and then-girlfriend Liza 
Morales lost their third 
child, 6-month-old son 
Jayden, to sudden infant 
death syndrome. (Odom’s 
high school sweetheart. 
Morales is also the mom of 
Destiny and Lamar Jr.) “I 
kind of had to get control 
of myself,” Odom has said 
of the moment. “I really 
had to be strong.” 

Five years after that, his 
hometown was the site of 
yet another tragedy. Two 
years into his marriage to 
Khloe, he was home for 
the funeral of a cousin who 
had been shot. En route to 
get a haircut, the SUV he 
was riding in was involved 
in a car crash that killed a 
15-year-old pedestrian. For 
days, a shattered Odom 
didn’t eat, work out or 
touch a basketball. “I had 
to ask myself. . . Was I in 
a place mentally where I 
could overcome things?”’ 

Ultimately, says one 
friend, his role in the 
fatal collision was the one 
challenge he couldn’t over- 
come. “He’s said he never 
fully recovered from that 
and has been living with 
the sadness ever since,” 
says the pal. “Things kept 
getting worse and worse.

Even 
after a scary encounter 
in August — a rambling 
Odom confronted Khloe 
outside a Beverly Hills 
SoulCycle studio — she 
worried about his safety. 
Says a source, “She wants 
him to get help.” 

IHOPE FOR LOVE? 

Now she’s in a position 
to give it to him. The 
Odom source says Khloe 


arranged for Odom to be 
transported to L.A. so she 
can maintain a constant 
watch. “It’s going to be a 
struggle,” says the source, 
“but Khloe is committed 
to staying with him.” 

With him for support, 
but not romance. While 
the Odom source says “he’s 
still in love with Khloe,” a 
Kardashian insider says 
she’s still seeing boyfriend 
of three months Harden 
“as of now.” Even if she 
were single, says another 
family insider, it would 
take a lot for her to repair 
her relationship with 
Odom. “Keep in mind, 
Lamar was found in a 
brothel,” says the insider. 
“He has been sober 
before and has fallen off 
the wagon. That’s not 
something she’s willing 
to endure again.” But 
simply as friends, says the 
insider, their bond is, well, 
unbreakable: “Khloe will 
always be in his life.” US

New mom Panettiere

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W hen Hayden Pa- 
nettiere crafted 
a list of 25 
little-known 
facts about herself for 
Us this September, 
she included feats (she’s 
ridden a zebra!) and 
fears (“I’m scared of 
the dark”).

“I suffered a bit of postpartum 
depression,” admitted the mom 
of 10 -month- old Kaya.

Now, as Klitschko cares for 
Kaya (“He’s been extremely 
supportive,” says the insider), 
Panettiere is focused on caring for 
herself. “She’s doing OK,” says the 
insider of the star, who is on med- 
ical leave from Nashville. “This 
was something she needed to get 
control of, and she was smart and 
courageous to do it.”
